Through the loss of many lives and the heroic 
efforts of many others, on September 11, 2001, we 
were jolted into a renewal of patriotism and the impor¬ 
tance of being an American. So that these tragic 
events will never be lost to our memories, the 
Agawam Beautification Committee plans a 
September 11th memorial. It is believed that Agawam 
is the only Western Massachi-.setts community to do 
so. 

The memorial is to be located on the point of land 
at the intersection of Springfield and Poplar Streets. 
The site is being newly landscaped. A formal dedica¬ 
tion ceremony is scheduled for September 11, 2002, 
the first anniversary of the actual event. The focal 
point of the memorial will be two granite pillars to sim¬ 
ulate the two World Trade Center towers destroyed.

Legislation passed 
which will extend 
summer hours 
for teenagers 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the Senate 
and House have passed legislation to allow 16- and 
17-year-olds to work extended summer hours at the 
Six Flags New England Amusement Park in Agawam. 

“This legislation makes it cost effective for Six 
Flags to employ these young adults by allowing them 
to work similar hours to other park employees,” said 
Melconian. 

“I expect that it will create summer employment for 
more than a thousand teenagers throughout the 
Greater Springfield community,” she continued. 

This legislation does not change the type or 
amount of hours that a teenager can work. Instead, it 
says that these 16- and 17-year-olds may work hours 
similar to all restaurants across the state. 

This change enables hundreds of teenagers to 
work until midnight on Friday and Saturday nights if 
they wish to and if their parents approve. 

Currently, teenagers under 18 cannot work past 
10:00 p.m. on any night of the week at a merchandise 
stand or at a game. Without this waiver, Six Flags will 
be forced to turn down job applications from qualified 
local youths who need summer work, and must recruit 
international applicants to fill these positions instead 
because of the long park hours. 

This legislation now goes to the Governor’s desk.

Air conditioning system at 
library an outright disaster

Police pay demands are irresponsible

While an Agawam police union, namely the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters Local Union 
No. 404 Agawam Police Officers, has protested the 
lack of a contract for municipal police officers by pick¬ 
eting the Agawam Town Hall, I feel an obligation to 
inform the public of the Town’s view for the lack of a 
contract. 

The Agawam police, some time ago, filed a lawsuit 
against the Town alleging that the Town failed to cal¬ 
culate and pay the police officers’ overtime in accor¬ 
dance with the Fair Labor Standards Act (FLSA). 

The police officers, with union representation, have 
negotiated the calculation for overtime pay in the cur¬ 
rent contract, as well as all previous contracts, and 
have never broached the subject of the FLSA. The 
average overtime rate under the current contract is 
$28.67 per hour. Under the current contract, the cal¬ 
culation of overtime is far more generous than would 
be under the FLSA. 

From a fiscally responsible position, overtime can 
only be calculated using one standard or method, 
either in accordance with the collective bargaining 
agreement, or in accordance with the FLSA. But the 
police officers want the Town to calculate overtime 
using both standards or methods by combining them. 
Essentially, their demands could result in the payment 
of double overtime. This would result in a windfall for 
the police and could potentially place a much higher 
tax burden on the citizens. 

The Town has proposed its willingness to settle the 
contract with the police by proposing language which

will protect the Town from calculating and paying over¬ 
time under both the collective bargaining agreement 
and the FLSA at the same time. The police have 
refused and insist on having it both ways. 

As it stands, the average pay for a patrolman for 
the last fiscal year under the current collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement was $54,544, includes an average 
overtime rate of $28.67 per hour, and an outside detail 
rate averaging $35.90 per hour. 

The Town has offered a 3-1/2 percent pay increase 
for each year of a three-year contract. The Town 
believes this offer is very generous given the current 
state of the economy. The Town has also offered to 
calculate and pay overtime according to the FLSA, 
which is the foundation for the police lawsuit, but the 
Union leadership rejected that proposal. In essence, 
they have demanded to be paid overtime under both 
the collective bargaining agreement and the FLSA at 
the same time. 

The police are currently paid overtime under a far 
more generous method, and at a far more generous 
rate than if paid under the FLSA. While their lawsuit 
demands they be paid overtime under the FLSA, the 
police do not wish to give up overtime under the col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement. They want both! 

To settle a collective bargaining agreement with the 
potential of having to calculate and pay overtime 
under both the collective bargaining agreement and 
the FLSA is irresponsible to the citizens and taxpay¬ 
ers of this community. 


Fire safety tips for senior citizens

The renovated Agawam Public Library is a sight to 
behold. It’s very large and has an expansive parking 
lot, and the grounds are tastefully landscaped. It 
would appear that taxpayers have received excellent 
value for their tax dollars. 

Although most aspects of the expanded library are 
favorable, their air conditioning system is an outright 
disaster. I was at the library one day recently when 
the outside temperature was in the mid-80's; inside, it 
was more than comfortably cool—a frosty 58 
degrees. On other days, the library was much warmer 
than it should have been. It is the rare day when the 
temperature inside the library is just right.. 

Equally disturbing is the noise created by the ven¬ 
tilation system. An annoying sound of rushing air 
comes through the vents, with some areas of the 
library being noisier than others. It’s very irksome to 
sit at the computers downstairs while listening to the 
irritating rush of air. 

On that day mentioned above when the inside tem¬ 
perature was a chilly 58 degrees, I was on one of the 
computers and after a while got up and left because I 
couldn’t take the cold and noisy air conditioning any 
longer. 

I trust that our officials will take the contractor to 
task for installing such a Rube Goldbergian system.

If you are age 65 or older, you are your our best 
insurance agent against fire and burn injuries. Fire 
safety isn’t just for children because (like children) 
older Americans are at a greater risk of being injured 
or killed from fires or bum injuries than other adults. 
The Agawam Fire Department encourages you to 
take some time to look for and correct fire hazards 
around your home. 

Make sure you have at least one working smoke 
detector on each level of your home. They should be 
tested once a month, and the battery should be 
changed annually. 

Have an escape plan. Know two ways out of every 
room in case fire or smoke block one way out. 

Remember, during a fire the breathable air is close 
to the floor, so crawl low under smoke. Once you get 
out, stay out and call the fire department (911) from a 
neighbor’s. Keep your glasses and a flashlight by your 
bed. 

If you smoke or have smokers in your home, extra 
precautions should be taken. Each year, careless 
smoking is a major cause of fires. A lit cigarette that 
falls onto a bed or sofa can smoulder for hours. You 


should never smoke in bed or when lying down. 

Make sure large, deep ashtrays are used and that 
all smoking materials have been extinguished com¬ 
pletely. Dispose of butts in a metal container or douse 
with water before emptying into a trash can. 

The kitchen is another area that can be very dan¬ 
gerous if certain precautions are not followed. Make 
sure your stove is clean and free of grease build-up. 
Keep flammables, such as towels and pot holders, 
away from the stove and oven. 

Turn pot handles away from the front of the stove 
so they won’t be knocked off or pulled down. If you’re 
called away from the kitchen during food preparation, 
turn all burners off. If you have a stove fire, put a lid 
on it, turn off the heat, and let it cool. 

Many fires are caused by home heating. You 
should have your heating system checked annually by 
a qualified professional. If you use portable electric or 
kerosene heaters, make sure they have at least three 
feet of clearance around them while in operation, and 
always follow the manufacturer’s instructions for their 
use.

Question: How can we live safely with UV-rays? 

Answer: Although we need the energy from the 
sun to sustain all life on earth, some forms of energy 
can be harmful to life. UV-rays from the sun are invis¬ 
ible to the eye, but they can cause serious health 
problems. There are three types of ultraviolet rays: 

- UV-A: The weakest form, causes skin aging, 
wrinkles, and can damage outdoor plastics and paint. 

- UV-B: Most harmful to lifeforms, causes skin can¬ 
cer and cataracts, suntans and sunburns, causes hair 
damage, and can even reduce growth of plants. 

- UV-C: The strongest, but it never reaches the 
earth’s surface because it is filtered out by the atmos¬ 
phere. 

Fortunately, there are simple precautions you can 
take so you can still enjoy the outside world: 

1) Spend le ss time in the sun , especially at peak 
times (10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m.). 

2) Cover up your delicate skin and hair with cloth¬ 
ing and hats or bandannas. 

3) Wear UV-r ated sunglasses and a brim hat to 
protect your eyes. 

4) Wear sunscreen on unprotected skin (except the 
eyes), using a broad spectrum with an SPF of at least 
15 or more to block UV-A and UV-B rays, applying 
every two hours and after swimming or exercising. 
Using one that states waterproof will be beneficial. 

5) Check with vour doctor if you are on any med¬ 
ication, many can increase your UV-radiation sensi¬ 
tivity.

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The value of small things 


In the Old Testament Book of Zechariah, the 
prophet admonishes people, “Who despises the day 
of small things?" The reason the prophet asked that 
challenging question was that the renewal of Israel, 
once a super power of its day, but which had been 
reduced to a shell of its former self, was just getting 
underway. The people in the area were inclined to 
think that rebuilding Israel was a waste of time. 
However, in God’s opinion, it was not at all a waste of 
time. Hence, the question. 

Some people have a tendency to look down their 
nose at small things, or at the prospect of somebody 
who was once down and out getting their act togeth¬ 
er. But God does not look down His nose at such 
things or such people. God can see the potential oth¬ 
ers can’t. 

Jesus, in describing certain aspects of the kingdom 
of God, saw the value of small things. He told them 
another parable: “The kingdom of heaven is like a 
mustard seed, which a man took and planted in 
his field. Though it is the smallest of all your 
seeds, yet when it grows, it is the largest of gar¬ 
den plants and becomes a tree, so that the birds 
of the air come and perch in its branches.” He told 
them still another parable: "The kingdom of heav- 


being hypocritical, because there are some noticeable 
gaps between what we say we believe and how we 
behave. But over time, the presence of the Lord in our 
lives influences more and more of our behavior and 
our lives. Even though our friends and family might 
misunderstand and misjudge what is going on, God 
understands and appreciates the value of small 
things. 

While God appreciates the value of small things, 
He does not intend that things should stay that way 
forever in our lives. God likes to see progress in our 
lives as well. He appreciates seeing us take Him and 
His plan for our lives seriously. God likes to see signs 
of our commitment to Him. Maybe that’s because He 
has already committed Himself to us! 

Jesus illustrated God’s desire for us to commit our¬ 
selves to Him with another parable. “The kingdom of 
heaven is like treasure hidden in a field. When a 
man found it, he hid it again, and then in his joy 
went and sold all he had and bought that field. 
Again, the kingdom of heaven is like a merchant 
looking for fine pearls. When he found one of 
great value, he went away and sold everything he 
had and bought it." 

It is very easy to become a Christian. All anybody 
has to do is to acknowledge that they’re not perfect. 
The Bible calls that being a sinner. We accept that 
even though in comparison to some of our neighbors 
we not so bad, that in comparison to the perfect and 
utterly holy God who made us we simply do not stack 
up. We would not have a prayer, if He did not give us 
one! “Lord, help me! I’m sorry for the things I’ve done 
wrong. Thank you for punishing your Son Jesus Christ 
in my place, even though He didn't do anything wrong. 
I accept what Jesus did for me. Amen.”

en is like yeast that a woman took and mixed into 
a large amount of flour until it worked all through 
the dough.” 

When Jesus spoke about the mustard seed, He 
wasn’t speaking strictly in a horticultural sense. 
Mustard seeds are not the smallest of seeds, but of 
course they could be the smallest seeds His listeners 
at the moment had., 

More importantly, Jesus was trying to make a point. 
Mustard seeds are tiny. You can hardly see them, and 
they can easily be not seen or noticed by a casual 
observer. 

But God is not a casual observer, and He sees the 
potential in each of us to become a mature follower of 
Jesus Christ. Our faith may start out small, but given 
the proper nurture and cultivation, it can grow quite 
strong, even as mustard seeds have the potential to 
become trees. 

When Jesus referred to the yeast, He was speak¬ 
ing of how our relationship with God should grow and 
affect every part of our lives. When we first believe in 
Jesus, our lives are highly compartmentalized. Some 
of our friends and family might even regard us as

But the 
choice is for each of us to 
make. God will not force 
people to accept Him if 
they don’t want to. Jesus 
said, “Once again, the 
kingdom of heaven is 
like a net that was let 
down into the lake and 
caught all kinds of fish.

If you take a distribution before you are 59-1/2, you 
may face a premature withdrawal penalty and income 
tax on all the money you withdraw. Once you start 
withdrawing funds after age 59-1/2, withdrawals are 
taxed at your regular income tax rate at the time. 
Whatever you leave in the account continues to gen¬ 
erate tax-deferred income.

Outdoor 

essentials... 


With summer in full bloom, are you prepared? 

You’re probably spending more time outdoors, 
working in the garden, or playing in the yard. To keep 
your outdoors looking good, there are a few essential 
tools you’ll need to keep on hand. 

A rake is essential for getting up leaves or debris 
that gather around bushes or elsewhere in the yard. 
They come in a variety of styles and prices. 

A metal one is best and will hold up longer, but 
many people are quite happy with the plastic ones 
(especially for loose leaves). 

If you plan to move shrubs or trees, you must have 
a shovel . Even planting flowers will be easier with a 
shovel than a hand tool. A spade works better for dig¬ 
ging, while a flat head helps with picking up the clut¬ 
ter. 


And speaking of outdoor plants, pruning shears 
and hand clippers are essential for keeping them 
looking good. These are two tools that are worth a lit¬ 
tle extra money. 

The cheap ones will not hold up and will lose their 
sharpness quickly. If you have plants with thorns or 
taller bushes, long-handled clippers known as toppers 
will come in handy to reach those tough spots. 

To keep those plants looking fresh and for cleaning 
off the deck or lawn chairs, you will need a good, qual¬ 
ity garden hose . Get one large enough for your yard; 
if you will be leaving it out throughout the year, be 
sure it is weather-worthy. 

You may also want to check on whether it is safe to 
drink from (kids love to slurp from the garden hose in 
the summer). A rack or other device is a good idea to 
keep your hose from tangling. 

01 course, you will need some type ol lawnmower 
to keep the grass at bay. But a push broom or biow- 
er, whether electric or gas, might be a good invest¬ 
ment for keeping the clippings gathered up. 

A wheelbarrow or lawn cart is usually appreciated, 
especially if you need to move things about. 

And don’t forget safety. Good garden gloves and 
eve protection are essentials. And never cut grass 
without wearing the proper footwear .

Tire Tread Separation - Vehicle Rollover 

The plaintiff reportedly was driving an aerial lift van 
for his employer. While driving on the interstate at 45 
to 50 mph, the tread on the left tire reportedly flew off, 
causing loss of control. The vehicle rolled over and 
crashed. 

The tire allegedly had been placed on the vehicle 
just 10 days earlier and had been driven for less than 
500 miles when the tread separation failure occurred. 
Unknown to the plaintiff, the defendant allegedly 
began providing retreaded tires to his employer. The 
plaintiff established, through an internationally-known 
tire failure expert, that the tire had detectable defects, 
including an unrepairable hole and belt separation, 
prior to retreading, and that it should not have under¬ 
gone retreading. The plaintiff also contended that the 
retread was unsuitable for the aerial lift vehicle, which 
did not have dual wheels on the rear axle. 

The plaintiff claimed to have lost his job as a field 
engineer while being actively treated and could not 
regain his position when he was cleared to return to 
work by his neurosurgeon. Instead, the plaintiff was 
forced to take a lower paying position in a different 
line of work. 

The defendant claimed that the plaintiff suffered no 
lasting damages because his current work was vigor¬ 
ous and proved his good health and full physical 
recovery. 

The case was settled for $1 million, resulting in 
recovery by the plaintiff.

Shoulder And Arm Pain... 


What causes shoulder and arm pain? The cause 
of many instances of shoulder or arm pain is obvious: 
You do something to injure the arm or shoulder and 
immediately feel pain. Or you begin feeling the pain a 
day or so later. You may have broken a bone or dislo¬ 
cated your shoulder. Perhaps you strained tendons or 
ligaments by carrying too much weight for too long; by 
lifting something that was too heavy; by overreaching 
or overexerting your arm, as when playing sports 
when you’re out of shape; by keeping your arm in an 
awkward position; or even by sleeping on the shoul¬ 
der. The resulting pain may range from an annoying 
ache to acute pain that makes it hard for you to use 
the injured arm. 

Fortunately, the majority of such injuries are sel¬ 
dom critical. But there are other, less obvious causes 
of shoulder or arm pain. Each is distinguished by 
where it is felt; whether it comes on suddenly or over 
time; when it is at its worst; if the pain extends to other 
joints in the body; and if other symptoms (such as 
swelling, numbness, tingling, fever, fatigue, and 
insomnia) accompany the pain. The causes of shoul¬ 
der and arm pain include tendonitis, bursitis, arthritis, 
and gout. Such pain may also result from a reaction 
to medications such as penicillin, anti-anxiety drugs, 
and oral contraceptives. Whiplash injuries, common 
in auto accidents, can also cause shoulder and arm 
pain. 

Shoulder and arm pain may be referred from some 
other region of the body, as when someone suffering 
a heart attack feels pain in the left shoulder and down 
the left arm. The pain may also be referred from 
nerves associated with the joints in the upper spine or 
“trigger points” in the back, which are particularly 
responsive to chiropractic spinal adjustments 
designed to treat such problems. 

What can chiropractic do? Your chiropractor will 
examine you and conduct diagnostic tests to deter¬ 
mine exactly what is causing your shoulder or arm 
pain. Because the causes and the seriousness of dif¬ 
ferent conditions are so varied, it is important to pin¬ 
point the cause and begin the most appropriate treat¬ 
ment. He or she will discover if your problem is mild 
and transitory, or serious and likely to trouble you for 
a long time. A broken bone cannot be treated in the 
same manner as bursitis or tendonitis. Arthritis and 
gout call for different care than pain originating in 
nerves supplying the shoulder and arm. 

Your chiropractor will decide which treatment will 
be best for you, and if referral to another type of doc¬ 
tor will be necessary.

Heart attack & stroke prevention... 

American Heart Assoc, updates guidelines 

(Parti of 2) 


To avert a first heart attack or stroke, physicians 
should routinely assess patients’ general risk of car¬ 
diovascular disease beginning at age 20, according to 
new American Heart Association recommendations 
published in a recent Circulation: Journal of the 
American Heart Association. 

The "AHS Guidelines for Primary Prevention of 
Cardiovascular Disease and Stroke: 2002 Update” 
also recommends physicians calculate the risk of 
developing cardiovascular disease in the next 10 
years for people age 40 and older or for anyone who 
has multiple factors. 

“The imperative to prevent the first episode of coro¬ 
nary disease or stroke remains strong because many 
first-ever heart attacks or strokes are fatal or dis¬ 
abling,” said Thomas Pearson, M.D., Ph.D., who 
chaired the consensus panel that worked on the 
update. 

The updated guidelines incorporate new findings 
and expert opinion that have emerged since the 
American Heart Association published the recommen¬ 
dations in 1997. They reflect recent data on the 
degree of risk imposed by specific risk factors and the 
new efforts to categorize people more specifically 
according to their number and types of risk factors. 

“Risk factor screening” includes having blood pres¬ 
sure, body mass index, waist circumference, and 
pulse recorded at least every two years and choles¬ 


terol profile and glucose testing at least every five 
years, beginning at age 20. 

“Global risk estimation” combines information from 
all existing risk factors to determine a person’s per¬ 
centage risk for developing cardiovascular disease in 
the next 10 years. Multiple areas of slight risk can be 
more important than one area of very high risk. This 
estimation is recommended every five years for peo¬ 
ple age 40 or older or for anyone with two or more risk 
factors. 

“The challenge for healthcare professionals is to 
begin comprehensive risk reduction for more patients 
at an earlier stage of their disease,” Pearson said. 

The update integrates recommendations from 
other clinical guidelines and consensus statements 
developed over the past five years - for example, the 
American Diabetes Association recommendation for 
managing high blood pressure and high cholesterol 
levels in diabetic patients and the U.S. Preventive 
Services Task Force recommendations for routine 
health care examinations. Consolidating these vari¬ 
ous guidelines means healthcare providers and 
patients can use a single source of information to 
evaluate individual risk for heart disease and stroke, 
and to obtain the latest information about disease pre¬ 
vention.

Sports injuries 

Ahh ... summer’s here - time to bike, run, play ten¬ 
nis, etc. Be aware... 

The most common sports injuries are 
sprains/strains. A sprain is a tear to a ligament, the 
soft tissue that connects bones. A sprain occurs when 
movement forces the ligament beyond its limit. 

Often this occurs when the ankle is turned beyond 
its normal range. Symptoms of a sprain can include 
rapid swelling, bruising, inability to move the joint, 
pain, and tenderness. If you hear a “pop” or are 
unable to use the joint immediately afterward, seek 
care, as a complete tear of the ligament may have 
occurred. 

A strain is a tear to muscle and/or tendons, which 
attach muscle to bone. A strain occurs when a muscle 
or tendon is forced beyond its limit. Muscle can tear at 
the narrow part near the bone, or at the muscle belly, 
the middle, bulky part. When a strain occurs, blood 
fills the injured area, restricting range of motion and 
mobility. Symptoms of strain will vary depending on 
the severity of the injury and can take up to 24 hours 
to appear. Symptoms may include pain, tenderness, 
swelling, and stiffness. 

Causes of injury vary, including improper lifting, 
poor posture, overuse, slips, falls, sudden move¬ 
ments, exercise, and many others. To avoid an injury, 
first it is important to be in physical condition appro¬ 
priate to the activity. Gentle stretching prior to activity, 
wearing protective equipment, and listening to your 
body are also important. Pain and fatigue are indica¬ 
tions that your body needs to rest. 

If you are injured: 

P-protection - protect the injured area and immobi¬ 
lize it 

R-rest 

l-ice the area for 20 minutes every hour 

C-compression 

E-eievate

easy to follow, but important, hot weather tips to keep 
you safe and healthy so this summer the heat will not 
beat you. 

* Stay out of direct sunlight and avoid strenuous 
activity. 

* Postpone athletic activity during periods of high 
heat and humidity. 

* Wear lightweight, light-colored, loose-fitting cloth¬ 
ing and a hat when outdoors. 

* Drink plenty of liquids - begin drinking before you 
go outside and, if exercising, drink one quart of liquids 
an hour to replace lost fluid. 

* Avoid caffeinated beverages and alcohol. 

“The very young and very old are at particularly 
high risk in hot weather because both have the least 
ability to regulate their body temperatures,” 
Henneman said. 

He said warning signs of an oncoming heat-related 
illness include excessive sweating, leg cramps, 
flushed skin, nausea and vomiting, dizziness, 
headache, rapid pulse. 

If these symtoms occur, get out of the heat and 
drink liquids. If you don’t feel better soon, call your 
doctor or visit your local emergency department.

Try this different chicken recipe... 

Recently, Chef Dominic and I decided to have a 
booth at the latest Italian Festival in Springfield’s his¬ 
toric South End. We decided to do something a little 
different than the usual Italian fare of sausage 
grinders and fried dough. Besides, the Mt. Carmel 
Club was already doing that, so we chose to make a 
mild Jamaican-style jerk chicken and New Orleans 
red beans and rice. 

The jerk chicken is really is fairly simple to make, 
so here is the recipe. I finish the chicken out on my 
gas grill. The chicken is marinated overnight to 
achieve the moist flavor. Chicken meat is like a 
sponge; it just soaks up whatever you’ve put on it. 

Start with your chicken. I use leg quarters; dark 
meat chicken is moist and tender. Leave the skin on, 
and just wash and trim the chicken. For your mari¬ 
nate, use 1C green onion, 1C onion, 1/4C garlic, and 
1C celery. All of the veggies get coarse-chopped and 
then put into the food processor. 

Now comes the tricky part. Just how hot do you like 
your chicken? If you are at war with your tummy and 
are a fire-eater in training, then you can add enough 
habanera peppers to melt your lips off. Ten will do the 
job. I use six jalepenos, and I also de-seed them (that 
is where most of the heat is). Add Worcestershire, a 
splash of Frank’s red hot sauce, 40 oz. of beer, 1/4C 
fresh thyme, and a 1/2C fresh parsley. 

You are now going to add in the most important 
ingredient... allspice (3 or 4 TB). I almost forgot - 1/2C 
brown sugar and 2 to 3 TB ginger. You can also add 
1C pineapple juice. 

Pour this over your chicken. If the chicken is not 
covered, add water to just cover. Taste the marinate if 
you want more pep, and add more of the ingredient 
that you're desiring. A pinch of salt at this time will 
complete the recipe. 

Allow the chicken to marinate overnight. I now 
cook in a very hot oven for about 40 minutes. Cover 
and bring out to the grill to finish. Place the marinate 
in a pan and reduce by 3/4’s. You just want a syrupy 
green sauce left behind; this you can add to a little 
olive oil, and now baste your chicken with this mix as 
you cook on the grill. 

It’s not too spicy, but there’s lots of flavor. “Do up" 
this chicken, and you will see it’s the best. 

Remember, it is not the food or drink, but the com¬ 
pany you keep!

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After 29 years of teaching, 
Judi Lech wants to 
advocate for educators

Of her retirement from teaching from 29 years plus 
an additional two years of substitute teaching, 
Agawam High School’s Judi Lech said to The AAN, 
“Although I will be retired from teaching, I will contin¬ 
ue to keep involved as an advocate for educators. 

“I have been for 12 years and will continue to be a 
regional representative for the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association. Now that I will no longer be put¬ 
ting in 50- to 60-hour weeks teaching, preparing les¬ 
sons, correcting papers, doing paperwork for school, 
and attending meetings, I will be able to do the travel¬ 
ing, reading, painting, playing the piano, etc., that has 
had to be limited these many years. The downside, of 
course, will be that I’ll miss the students and my col¬ 
leagues,” Mrs. Lech said. 

Among her most exciting experiences, Mrs. Lech 
listed her 1992 presentation of her paper at the 
International Society for Classical Tradition at 
Tubingen University in Tubingen, Germany, and her 
editing of a college grammar textbook, Understanding 
English Grammar , by Martha Kolln, a professor at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

She is a 1960 graduate of Nauset Regional High 
School on Cape Cod. In 1965, she earned a bachelor 
of arts in history and social studies with honors from 
the University of Massachusetts (Kappa Delta Pi and 
Phi Kappa Phi honor societies). 

In 1986, she received her master’s degree in 
tngWsh from\Nes\S\e\d State College. 

During the summer of 1990, Mrs. Lech was one of 
32 educators selected from around the country to 
attend a month-long seminar at Holy Cross College 
put on by the National Endowment for the Humanities 
Institute titled, “Polis and Res Publica.! 

“As a result of my work and the paper I wrote at the 
Institute, I was one of four (out of the 32 educators 
from across the country) chosen to represent the 
United States Chapter of the International Society for 
the Classical Tradition at the conference at Tubingen 
University in Germany, 1992,” recalled Mrs. Lech. 

The paper she presented was entitled, “The 
Purpose of Government in a Democratic Republic and 
the Role of the Citizen in Actualizing That Purpose.” 

This experience led Mrs. Lech to conducting work¬ 
shops at Mount Holyoke, Holy Cross, and the 
University of Massachusetts. “While I was earning my 
master’s degree in English, I was asked to help with 
editing of Professor Kolln’s book. I submitted a con¬ 
siderable amount of material and was subsequently 
named in the acknowledgements of the second edi¬ 
tion,” Mrs. Lech told us. 

Her career has taken her from East Longmeadow 
from 1965-1969, teaching United States history at 
Birchland Park, to the Agawam Schools, which includ- 
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ed Agawam High School from 1977-1980, United 
States history; Agawam Junior High, 1980-1987, 
English and drama, Advisor for the Junior High 
Yearbook; Agawam High, 1987-2002, English, grades 
9,10, and 11, United States history, European history, 
government and geography, contemporary authors 
and issues, essay writing, Latin I, Latin II, and algebra 
I. 

She commented, “In 1993, Agawam High submit¬ 
ted nomination papers for me as Massachusetts 
Teacher of the Year. I was one of 99 in the state so 
honored. In 1988, The Agawam Advertiser News hon¬ 
ored me as “Educator of the Month." What I said at 
that time still applies today: “I have high expectations 
for my students. I push them because I care about 
them. I want them to experience giving their best, real¬ 
izing the rewards, and enjoying a well-founded self¬ 
esteem. I believe we do a disservice to students when 
we expect too little. Emily Dickinson sums up how I 
feel in one of her poems: 

We never know how high we are 
Till we are called to rise; 

And then, if we are true to plan, 

Our statures touch the skies. 

“The noblest question a person can ask, according 
to Aristotle, is, ‘What good can I do in the world?’ As a 
teacher, I have worked hard to do good for children 
and thus for society. I am proud of my fellow teachers 
for doing the same,” added Mrs. Lech. 

Mrs. Lech has been involved in certain iniatives 
within the Agawam School System, such as helping to 
write and revise the Guide for the Eva luation of 
Teaching . She was a member of the original 
Technology Committee that developed the first five- 
year plan, and she participated in the development of 
the curriculum coordination structure which created 
the positions of academic coordinators, liaisons, and 
elementary specialists. 

She noted, “1 was one of the original members of 
the Adelphi Team who attended the nationally-funded 
training program at Southampton, Long Island, and I 
was a member of the Imagination Team to develop 
visions for the systems.” 

She was also one of the original Agawam members 
of the Regional Education Business Alliance, one of 
the original members on the Agawam High School 
Council, and was co-chairwoman of the Agawam High 
School Accreditation Team (1996-1998) for the 1998 
accreditation and helped develop the subsequent two- 
year report. 

Mrs. Lech listed several educational organizations 
in which she participated, such as Agawam Education 
Association, in which she has previously acted as 
secretary from 1982-1984; vice-president from 1980- 
1982 and 1984-1985; president, 1985; past president, 
1985-1986; and executive director, 1986-2002. 

Mrs. Lech has been a regional representative for 
the Massachusetts Teachers Association for 12 years, 
explaining, “There are 30-35 of us around the state. 
We do contract negotiations for non-teacher con¬ 
tracts; for example, secretaries, teacher assistants, 
and administrators.” 

She also told us, “I have held regional and state 
committee positions for the Hampden County 
Teachers Association and the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association. I represented the teachers of 
Western Massachusetts on the Regional Council of 
the Department of Education when they had the 
regional office in Chicopee."

For the past few weeks, children at Camp S.O.A.R.

Camp S.O.A.R. (Summer of Active Reading) is a fun- 
filled reading program that reinforces successful read¬ 
ing strategies. This is Agawam’s third year of this vol¬ 
untary enrichment program. 

“The focus of each day is to increase language arts 
skills through small-group instruction. Our highly 
skilled teachers are very creative and use many dif¬ 
ferent types of activities in order to enage the chil¬ 
dren,” said Janice DeFilipi, the camp’s director. 

“Research shows that children who continue to 
read during the summer do better in their classes in 
September because they continue to use the skills 
they learned in school,” said Mrs. DeFilipi.

Our specially trained teach¬ 
ers discover what strategies each child needs and 
then instruction begins.”

Northampton’s five-run fifth 
ends season for Legion Post 185

The Agawam American Legion Post 185 season 
came to an end on Saturday (July 20th) after falling to 
Northampton in the American Legion District 
Tournament. Agawam had previously lost to 
Northampton on Thursday (July 18th) in this best-of- 
three series. 

Playing at Agawam High School, the game started 
off looking good for the home team, as they took an 
early lead. Josh Rheault smashed a two-run double to 
eftfield in the first inning to give Agawam a 2-0 lead. 
However, Northampton came back in the second with 
two runs of its own. 

Agawam pitcher Jonathon Reardon gave up two 
walks to start the third inning. A Northampton double 
to left-center scored two, making it 4-2, ‘Hamp. The 
visitors scored again off a single to right-center. 

Agawam scored one run in the third when Brandon 
Donovan doubled with two outs on a shot to right-cen¬ 
ter. Donovan stole third, and came in off a single by 
Mike Carmody. 

Agawam’s defense was tested in the fourth inning, 
but it was up to the challenge. A shot to leftfield put 
Carmody to the test, and he made a sliding catch for 
out number one. A hit batter put a runner on first, but 
Agawam didn’t let anyone get into scoring position. A 
line drive hit to shortstop was an easy out for 
Donovan. Reardon then struck out the next batter for 


out number three. 

A lead-off double by Justin Perry started the bottom 
of the fourth, which looked promising for Agawam. Jeff 
Neilson brought Perry in with an RBI single to slice 
‘Hamp’s lead to 4-3. Two ground outs and a strikeout 
ended the inning. 

The home team, only trailing by one in the fifth, 
looked as if they were back in the game, but 
Northampton had different ideas. The lead-off batter 
grounded one to third. Josh Rheault fielded it cleanly, 
but the throw to first wasn’t in time. A single to center- 
field put runners on the corners. 

The next batter grounded to third and this time the 
throw to first was in time, but one run had come in. A 
pop-up halfway down the first base line in foul territo¬ 
ry was an easy grab for catcher Matt Rheault to gain 
the second out. The next batter ripped one to right- 
center (just over second baseman John Lynch’s head) 
to make the score 7-4. Reardon walked the next bat¬ 
ter, putting runners at first and second. 

Jeff Neilson then came in to relieve Reardon. 
Another walk loaded the bases. ‘Hamp’s lead 
increased yet again on a two-run double to center- 
field. The final out came on a flyball to leftfield that 
Carmody easily snagged.

Under the direction of LaPlace, participants are 
grouped according to ability. Instructions on the 
mechanics, strategies, rules, and etiquette of tennis 
are taught, with the intent of having lots of fun and 
encouraging a lifelong love and appreciation for the 
game. Tennis balls will be provided, as well as drink¬ 
ing water. 

Participants age eight and over are asked to bring 
their own tennis racket, while participants in the four 
through seven age group (which meets from 9:00- 
10:00 a.m.) will be provided with rackets. 

The summer sessions are about half over, and reg¬ 
istration can be taken Monday through Friday from 
9:00 a.m.-4:00 p.m. at the Recreation Office (behind 
the High School). Payment is due in full at the time of 
registration, made payable to the Town of Agawam. 

Session V will run from July 29th-Aug. 1st; Session 
VI from Aug. 5th-Aug. 8th; Session VII from Aug. 12th- 
Aug. 15th; and Session VIII from Aug. 19th-Aug. 
22nd. Youth lessons are as follows: 

* 4-7 years-old, $35 per person, Mon.-Thurs., 9:00- 
10:00 a.m. 

* 8-11 years-old, $35 per person, Mon.-Thurs., 
10:00-11:00 a.m. 

* 12-15 years-old, $35 per person, 11:00 a.m.- 
12:00 noon. 

When passing the High School tennis courts on 
these summer mornings, a group of youths can be 
seen on the courts. Everyone is in constant motion, 
although LaPlace insists that players take a water 
break every 15 minutes or less. 

These tennis lessons are opportunities for healthy, 
sociable interaction that offers excitement, personal 
pride, and constructive activity, according to him. 

Adult lessons for the summer are sold in sets of five 
one-hour sessions. The schedule is made to fit the 
convenience of the participant. 

“Each person receives almost 100-percent atten¬ 
tion in these sessions,” said LaPlace. “Last year, there 
were seven or eight adults taking part. This year, the 
numbers have almosttripled, with 18 adults (both men 
and women).” The cost is $55.

The recent Town of Agawam Doubles Tournament, 
held July 13th at the High School, featured an exhibi¬ 
tion match at noon by members of the Western 
Massachusetts Special Olympics tennis team, which 
also competed the following weekend in the state 
games in Boston. LaPlace told us, “My coaching the 
Special Olympics this year on a volunteer basis has 
been the most rewarding thing I have ever done. On 


mother, Kim, and father, Pierre, were very proud of 
their son’s accomplishments. That pride was shared 
by his coach to the same degree," he said. 

According to LaPlace, the first year of Special 
Olympics tennis has grown from two to seven stu¬ 
dents. 

Fourteen-year-old Shawn told LaPlace, “When I 
get older, I would like to be a tennis coach just like 
you.” LaPlace described this comment as “the highest 
reward ever paid to me. It raised my good feelings to 
a new level.” 

Spring and Summer Special Olympics tennis les¬ 
sons are held Sundays from 9:00-11:00 a.m. at Perry 
Lane Park. Fall and winter times are to be announced 
as soon as they’ve been scheduled. The entire 
Special Olympics Program is operated on a volunteer 
basis. The Town of Agawam donates the courts and 
the time, and LaPlace volunteers his time and expert¬ 
ise. It has received regional recognition. 

An Agawam resident, LaPlace played high school 
and college tennis as a doubles specialist. He played 
for a while in the service for the U.S. Air Force travel¬ 
ling team. After leaving the Air Force, he played recre¬ 
ational tennis in the Western Massachusetts area. 

He was president of the Springfield Tennis Club for 
five years and during that time, he conducted over 18 
tournaments and organized a “Tim Mayotte Day,” 
which drew over 900 people to the Forest Park tennis 
courts. The club also purchased and installed a large 
gazebo, dedicating it to the Mayotte family at the eight 
finely manicured red clay courts. 

“At a later date, with the help of Senator Linda 
Melconian, I was able to secure an Olmstead Grant of 
over $500,000 for the overall tennis facilities of Forest 
Park,” LaPlace told us. 

“I was then hired by the Town of Longmeadow to 
reconstruct the clay courts and run their extensive 
summer program and tennis teaching facility. This 
program was so successful, we hired eight full-time 
instructors. 

“In 1998, I coached East Longmeadow High 
School and had the pleasure of coaching David Donn, 
who was number one for two years in Western Mass. 
He made it to the state finals in Boston that year,” said 
LaPlace. 

In 2000, LaPlace was hired by Agawam to rebuild 
its tennis program. “Over the last few years, the ten¬ 
nis program has grown to encompass teaching of all 
groups, from children to adults,” LaPlace pointed out. 

“In my opinion, this town has the highest caliber of 
teaching instructors in the Western Mass, area and 
one of the few minor league facilities to populate the 
High School tennis teams. There are three experi¬ 
enced college students available in their third year of 
teaching. The program is available not only to resi-

The Sacred Heart boys’ 9-10 Suburban team 
ended a four-month roller coaster of a season with a 
playoff loss in the NEYSA state tournament. Sacred 
Heart’s season started with a spot in the finals of the 
Lou Casagrande Tournament in Ludlow.

Monitor your strike 
when you practice... 

If you are practicing your iron play from grass, 
rather than on the mats at a driving range, the follow¬ 
ing routine will help you monitor the quality of your 
strikes. This exercise produces the clearest results 
when the grass is closely mown. 

1) After placing the ball you are going to hit on the 
grass, put a second ball about two ball widths outside 
the ball-to-target line, but in line with the original ball. 

2) With an 8-iron, hit the.first ball. Swing as you do 
normally. 

3) Check where the divot mark starts by comparing 
it to the position of the second ball. With a crisply 
struck mid-iron shot, the divot mark should start frac¬ 
tionally after the point of impact. 

The moment of impact happens so quickly that 
even with the best eyesight in the world, you cannot 
possibly keep track of everything that is going on. 
However, the kind of feedback provided by this prac¬ 
tice exercise gives you valuable information that you 
can use to improve your technique.
